ONLY FIVE PASSENGERS SURVIVE 


Railroad Official Certain It Was the 
Work of Wreckers and Are Pre- 


paring To Offer a Reward. 


Birmingham, Ala, December 29.—(Spe- 
olal.)— Three more victims were taken from 
the Cahaba river wreck last night and this 
morning. . 

This makes the number of dead recovered 
thirty, and the impression prevails that 
there are yet others buried somewhere un- 
der the debris, Mrs. Gleadall's five-year- 
cid son is still missing and it is confidently 
believed that his bones will yet be picked 
up before the reclaiming gang is throug 
with its labors. 

Then there is another boy not accounted 
for, and it is thought he may be in the 
ros. 

The remnants taken from the pile of iron, 
cinders and ashes last night and this morn- 
ing are supposed to be all that is left of 
Mr. and Mrs. Tibbs and Mrs. Gleadall. They 
have been so designated. But it was not 
through any resemblance to those parties 
thut the designation is made, but on ac- 
count of the location in the cars in which 
they were found. The remnants that are 
allotted to the Tibbs’s were picked up at 
the point where they were known to have 
been in the car, while those given to Mrs. 
Gleadall were found near where she was 
thought to have been when the train went 
down into the river. 

The best information obtainable induces 
the belief that there were about thirty-five 
people oa the train. That would leave five 
to be accounted for, and five is the number 
that is yet living of all who were on the 
train. 

Three of them are children and two are 
grown people. 

Two of the dead still remain unidentified, 
but except those two the remains of the 
others have been laid to rest. The funeral 
of Engineer Frank White took place this 
morning and was largely attended. 

The wounded, with tha exception of An- 
drew W. Bryson, are recovering nicely, 
and little doubt is entertained about the 
result. Bryson, however, has the very 
slimmest chance for life. In fact, little or 
no hopes are entertained of his recovery. 
One of his limbs was amputated today and 
tomorrow he will have to submit to another 
amputation. 


The Work of Wreckers. 


The railroad officials have settled po- 


tively upon the idea of train wreckers, and 
the Southern railway, the Louisville and 
Nashville and the express company will 
offer heavy rewards for the arrest of the 


parties. 

These rewards will be greatly augmented 
by Governor Johnston if he is satisfied that 
the theory of the railroads is correct. If 
the governor does offer a reward, it will 
not be a small one, but will be of such an 
ar ount as will show his determination to 
rua the wreckers to the ground. 

It is believed here that Governor John- 
ston will offer any amount that might be 
necessary to assure the capture of the 
guilty parties. 

There are still some, however, who are 
inclined to doubt the wrecking idea, and 
today a new theory was sprung. It is said 
that the engine which went down was one 
of the heaviest the company has, and that 
Engineer White complained of that fact 
to the officials, being apprehensive that it 
was too heavy for the bridge. It is said 
that when he made that complaint he was 
told that he would have to run that en- 
gine or quit his job. The railroad people, 
however, give this statement a positive 
and emphatic denial. and it cannot be run

| ROAD BLOCKED NEAR 
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ACWORTH 
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a Day Old and Collision Follows. 
THOUGHT NO. 9 WAS ANNULLED YESTERDAY 
The Order Was Effective on Monday 


and the Engineer Misread Date. 
One Seriously Hurt. 


Two freight trains collided on the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad two miles from 
Acworth yesterday afternoon with serious 
results. The engines plowed into each 
other, and both were completely demolish- 
ed. Fifteen loaded freight cars were de- 
stroyed and broken into debris, and it is 
said one of the engineers was injured. 

The engineers and firemen of both trains 
jumped just ingtime to save their lives, 
and they escaped with slight injuries. The 
details of the collision could not be ascer- 
tained last night, the railroad officials de- 
clining to talk about the wreck and its 


causes, 

The collision occurred about 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday, and the road was blocked up 
during the afternoon and last night, and 
no trains could be run through to Chatta- 
nooga or to Atlanta. The road made ar- 
rangeinents with the Southern to run trains 

.to Chattanooga over that line, and last 
night the Nashville train left via the 
Southern tracks, and the train due in At- 
lanta at 7:30 p. m. from Nashville came 
in that way, an hour late. 

It is doubtful if the road will be cleared 
up until some time this afternoon, and 
until then traffic will continue to be oper- 
ated via the Southern lines. Superintend- 
ent McCollum and a force of wreckers left 
for the scene of the collision soon after the 
engines plowed into each other, and the 
work of clearing away the debris began at 
once, 

Misread an Order Given Monday. 

From the best sources of information ob- 
tainable, it seems that the collision was 
caused by Engineer Pyron misreading a 
train order regarding a southbound freight 
known as No. 9. Engineer Pyron was in 
charge of a freight which left Atlanta 
about noon for Chattanooga, and he ran 
into a southbound freight between Big 
Shanty and Acwrerth.

The Western Union got its wires up in two 
or three hours afterwards and they were 
working all right last night. It was at first 
thought that several trainmen were killed, 
but the reports could not be confirmed last 
night. It seems that the Western and At- 
lantic employes and under offictals have in- 
structions to decline to give out informa- 
tion about wrecks and troubles of the 
kind, and those in charge of the company’s 
interests refueed to answer questions as to 
the names of the trainmen and the cause 
of the collision.

A GIANT WATER SPOUT BURSTS. 


Homes and Towns Are Washed Away

Michae! in the 
Azores, signed by the Portuguese governor 
and nineteen others of the principal citizens, 
asking aid for the sufferers by the bursting 
of a giant water spout November 2d over 
the city of Povoacko. 

The petition states that there is much 
suffering for food, clothing and shelter and 
gives some of the particulars of the calami- 
ty, than which, it states, none has been 
more devastating in the history of the 
island. 

Tons of water poured down upon the city, 
which was of about 25, 000 inhabitants, 
mounting above the roofs of the houses, 
ripping up the streets and carrying destruc- 
tion everywhere in its path The torrent 
rushed down the slopes to the sea, tearing 
a wide channel through nine miles of coun- 
try and carrying with it the homes of thou- 
sands of people. 

The flood also destroyed the town of Ri- 
beira Quenta of 3,000 population and several 
outlying parishes. All along the coast the 
fishermen lost their boats and the shore 
was littered with the corpses of those who 
perished in the flood.

SYMPATHIZE WITH EMPLOYES. 


Committee Trying To Adjust Boston 
Railway Strike Trouble. 

Boston, December 29.—The committee ap- 
pointed at the meeting at Faneuil hall last 
evening of sympathizers with the West End 
railway employes and composed of Alder- 
man John H. Mahony, Robert Treat Paine, 
ex-Congressman McEttrick, Senator John 
J. Quinn and Rev. W. H. Albright, had a 
conference this morning and later waited 
on President Little, of the West End road, 
and presented the following: 

“The undersigned committee appointed by 
the citizens of Boston assembled in mass 
meeting in Faneuil hall, on the evening of 
December 28th, to deal with the existing 
West End railway controversy, has met in 
conference’ and respectfully submit to the 
president and directors of the West End 
railroad company the following request on 
behalf of their employes: 

“We believe these requests call for no 
more than justice between the men and the 
corporation. We believe that the welfare of 
the: citizens of Boston demand a prompt 
and equitable settlement of this whole con- 
troversy.. 

“First, the discontinuance of the employ- 
ment of new men: second, reinstatement of 
former employes; third, that a committee 
of the men be received for the purpose of 
making a just agreement dealing with the 
permanent relationship of the corporation 
to its employes.”

‘Expired Yesterday Afternoon After 
a Short Illness. 


Mrs. Ella Motes, aged 27 years, died yes- 
terday afternoon at her late residence, 81 
Gilmore street.

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BROYLES COMES OUT ON TOP 


Case Is Dismissed and a Unique Pre- 
cedent Is Established. 


GROCERS ARE WAPPY OVER THE RESULT | 


Declare That They Will Immediately 
Start Crowds of Negroes After 
Delinquent Oustomers. 


The great Broyles-Ebbert debt war was 
settled by Recorder Andy Calhoun yester- 
day afternoon, Fully two hundred men had 
come to find out whether they had the 
right to dun debtors to their heart's con- 
tent. A new method of collecting debts 
was established. 

Neither side was represented by counsel. 
Both were probably so sure of winning that 
this extra expense was deemed unnecessa- 
ry. There were many lawyers present, how- 
ever, to enjoy the unique trial. 

A good deal of feeling was manifested. 
Broyies Brothers did not hesitate to say 
what they thought of Dr. Dodbert, and Dr. 
Ebbert and Mr. Blanton were not modest 
in their expressed estimate of Broyles 
Brothers, who have succeeded in establish- 
ing the most remarkable collecting agency 
on record. 

Both sides announced ready at 2:30 o’clock. 
Dr. Ebbert looked a little pale, while Mr. 
Blanton looked mad. 

“Mr. Blanton, I'll hear from you,” said 


J udge Andy. 


“Saturday night about 9 o’clock,” said the 
merchant, I was at home at 15 Pulliam 
street. The door bell began to ring, but at 
first I paid little attention to it. It rang 
again, however, sometimes five rings at a 
time, as if some one was exceedingly anx- 
lous to gain admission. I, therefore, went 
to the door and saw two negroes with notes 
for Dr. Ebbert. I took the note to Dr. Eb- 
bert’s room, and returned to my apartment. 

In fifteen minutes I heard the door bell 
ring again. On answering it I was handed 
another note for Dr. Ebbert. I took it to 
him, and asked what was the matter. He 
told. me Broyles Brothers were .dunning 
him for an account and explained the meth- 
od they were undertaking to collect it. I 
then determined not to put up with such 
treatment, as here was a lady il] with ner- 
vous prostration in the house, and the col- 
lectors worried her fearfully. I therefore 
determined to lay for the next nigger, and 
got my pistol. 

“Pretty soon the door bell rang again, 
and when I opened it I poked my pistol 
in the negro’s face, threatening to#kill him 
if he ever returned. He never came back 
any more. In another fifteen minutes the 
bell rang again, and I chased three negroes 
with those same notes three blocks down 
Pulliam street, scaring them out of their 
wits. It was about 11 o’clock that night 
that the last one of about thirty collectors 
was frighened away from the house. 

“Tuesday night ithe collectors began com- 
ing in the same way. The sick lady was 


growing worse on account of the disturb- 


ance, and seeing we could not stop the col- 
lectors by scaring them, I telephoned 
Broyles Bros. to stop the nuisance. They 
replied they already had three negroes on 
the way and nine ready to start, and that 
they intended to collect that ill if they 
had to send 1,000 collectors: and that if I 
didn’t like it I would have to take Dr. 
Ebbert’s sign off my house. I then phoned 
Chief Connolly and he ordered cases made 
against all the collectors that came there- 
after and also against Broyles Bros. This 
Was done and hostilities then ceased. My 
family was greatly disturbed by the col- 
lectors and we don’t think Broyles Bros. 
had any right to adopt any such method in 
collecting his account.“ 

Cyrus Williams gave a vivid account of 
how he was chased away from the house 
with a pistol. 

Lewis Clarke, another collector who was 
arrested, was introduced next and he told 
substantially the same story as Cicero 
Williams about being scared to death by 
Mr. Blanton’s pistol. 


Mr. Broyles Speaks. 

“About six months ago,“ said Mr. W. 
O. Broyles, Dr. Ebbert bought $4.80 worth 
of groceries at my store—“ 

Tou are mistaken,” interrupted Dr. Eb- 
bert with some feeling. “It was my wife 
who bought the goods, not I.’’ 

Pon't care who bought them, it is all 
the same. Dr. Ebbert promised to settle 
the bill the coming Saturday night, but he 
failed to show up. After several Saturday 
night had passed I sent him a bill for the 
amount and went to see him myself several 
times soliciting a payment, but he always 
claimed he had a check which he could 
never get cashed or had just paid out all 
the money he had. 

“Now, this same thing kept up for weeks, 
and so I simply determined to have a collec- 
tor on hand when he did get that check 
cashed or when he had any money. I went 
to his house one night, and his folks told 
me he had gone to the theater. This made 
me mad, and as I knew I could get nothing 
by suing him, I simply determined to worry 
him till I got my money, not being willing 
to be swindled by any such man. 

“So Saturday night I got all the niggers 
I could find and sent them al) with polite 
notes to Dr. Ebbert’s house, with instruc- 
tions to act In a gentlemanly manner. Here 
they were kicked off the porch and pistols 
pointed in their faces. One of my negroes 
was run into a paling fence, and has not 
recovered yet. One of the negroes told me 
some lady at Dr. Ebbert’s house told him 
the doctor was sick, and had not had his 
foot out of bed for a week. I knew th’s was 
not so, because one of my men had dunned 
him at the drug store that day. Tuesday 
night, when Mr. Blanton telephoned, I 
learned there was a sick woman in the 
mouse, I never sent a single collector after- 
wards. I always did believe it was a bluff, 
though, to keep my collectors off, but I 
never have got any satisfaction out of the 
doctor, and I was simply determined he 
should not swindle me out of my money 
in any such manner.” 

Didn't I go by your store one day and 
tell you I would pay you as soon as it was 
possible?” interposed Dr. Ebbert. 

“Yes, you did, but you wouldn't have done 
it if you hadn’t been scared to death.” 

Dr. Ebbert never replied, and Mr. R. B. 
Broyles, the other member of the firm, was 
heard from. 

Dr. Ebbert Testifies. 

Dr. Ebbert then spoke with much self- 
possession in a very few words. He is about 
five feet tall, and presented a unique ap- 
pearance im contrast with the men around 
him. 

My statement is the same as Mr. Blan- 
ton’s. I acknowledge the debt ag a just one, 
but reverses in fortune have simply pre- 
vented’ my paying it. Several weeks ago 
AU paid an installment of $1, and that is all 


A have been able to pay. I have frequently 


assured Broyles Brothers I would pay the 
amount as soon as it was possible for me 
to do so, and they choose to take this means 
to worry me.” 

The evidence was then all in. Judge Andy 
dipped his pen in his ink and started to 
write on the docket. He gazed up a mo- 
ment and said: “It w ‘be impossible for 
me to fine Broyles Brothers for this offense. 
In my opinion no has been vio- 
lated. I will dismiss the case.“

TELLS OF THE TERRIBLE SCENE 
in Railway ne 


DOWN ONE HUNDRED AND TEN FEET TO DEATH 


Southern Railway Not Legally Re- 


sponsible for Any Damage That 
Might Have Been Caused. 


The great Alabama trestle horror, in 
which so many people met such a tragic 
d@ath, sent a shock of horror all over the 
country. 

The train that left Birmingham on Sun- 
day morning at 6:30 q clock leaped from the 
high iron bridge which spans the Cahaba 
river and plunged a distance of a hundred 
and ten feet down to the rough and rugged 
depths below. It was a horrible crash and 
was heard for miles around. 

“It was one of the most revolting sights 
I ever saw,” said Mr. J. S. B. Thompson, 
of the Southern railway, who has just re- 
turned from the scene of wreck and confla- 
gration. “The bridge over the Cahaba river 
is approximately nine hundred feet long, 
that is, counting in the approaches in 
speaking of the bridge proper, and the fatal 
train leaped from the highest point and 
landed among the rocks some hundred and 
ten feet below. 

Out of the thirty-five passengers who 
were aboard only three grown persons and 
two children are left alive, and they are 
more or less injured. Of the entire train 
crew only one is alive, and that a battered 
up fireman, who, strange ag it may seem, 
fell under his engine, and in some miracu- 
lous way escaped death. People were iden- 
tified by means of different portions of their 
bodies—some by an arm, others by a head, 
and still others by portions of their cloth- 
ing which bore their names. 

“It was a mangled mass of decapitated 
human beings, scattered for bundreds of 
feet away from the trestle and piled among 
the debris of engine and cars. 

The train which was wrecked was sched- 
uled to travel over a number of roads. By 
this I mean it had trackage over a number 
of different lines, and was simply a con- 
necting link between Birmingham and a 
number of other smaller towns in that im- 
mediate section. 

“It was a Louisville and Nashville train, 
and at the time of the accident it was run- 
ning over the track of what is known as 
the Birmingham, Briarfield and Blocton 
railroad, and was about eight miles from 
Guernee station when the fearful plunge 

taken. 


No,“ said Mr. Thompson, “it was not our 


train, nor are we responsible for the wreck. 
We run trains over this track also, and 
share with the Louisville and Nashville in 
this trackage, but aside from this interest 
in the track we have no connection what- 


ever in the wreck. The purpose of my visit 


to the scene was to get things clear so we 
could operate our schedule without inter- 
rupt on. 

“The whole affair is shrouded in the deep- 
est mystery, but a number of theories have 
been worked out, and it is about clear in 
the minds of all the railroad men that it 
was the result of some diabolical train 
wreckers. In the first place, the bridge was 
a comparatively new one, having been put 
up by one of the best bridge companies in 
the United States about five years ago, and 
so far no one has been able to gather any 
facts that go to show that the bridge gave 
way. The fireman says that he was leaning 
out of his cab window, looking down into 
the dizzy depths below when the first sen- 
sation he had was that the ‘pony trucks’ 
of the engine were off and running on the 
ties, 

“After the wreck we examined the ties 
and the marks of the wheels were there to 
bear out the statement of the fireman and 
then, too, an estimate was made and it 
appeared that the train must have run 
fully 150 feet before leaving the trestle. All 
this tends to develop the theory that the 
train was derailed, for had the bridge 
given away from some defect it would 
never have run such a long distance. 

“Another thing shows that the train was 
derailed, and that is the ‘reversed motion’ 
of the engine. We examined the engine 
after the wreck and found that the engineer 
had reversed his engine between the time 
of its leaving the track and the awful 
plunge. This would have also been im- 
possible had the trestle simply given away 
and goes to show that the engineer had 
time to grasp the situation and reverse 
his engine. 

“There are only two passengers whe 
have any recollection of the affair and 
one swears that after the crash of the 
train in the ravine below he extricated 
himself from the debris and made his way 
alongside the trestle in order to try ‘and 
give some word of alarm for aid. This 
man passed on one side of the bridge and 
the other passenger after getting out made 
his way on the other side and it is this 
latter man who says that he saw several 
rough countrymen come running down the 
mountain side and enter the cars. This 
gentleman is a resident of some of those 
adjacent towns and has a reputation for 
integrity. He says that the men entered 
the car before his eyes and began rifling 
the pockets of the dead passengers. He 
was unable to do anything, for he was 
hurt himself and almost at his feet lay 
the mangled remains of his brother. It 
was not a time for considering the value 
of property, but one for the saving of hu- 
man life, if such a thing were possible. 

nis is the only positive statement that 
has been given so far in regard to the ap- 
pearance of any robbers. One poor woman 
was seen some distance from the wreck 
perched upon a high rock with her chil- 
dren close by her where she had struggied 
to secure their lives from the awful danger 
of a fast spreading fire. She had managed 
to save her children, but the poor crea- 
ture died in a few hours.”

| Our Public School System. 

Mr. M. B. Dennis, county school com- 
missioner of Putnam county, has issued 
& pamphlet on common school education 
that is both interesting and valuable. In 
addition to his own contributions, which 
are timely and pointed, Mr. Dennis has 
inserted articles from President E. C. 
Branson, of Gordon institute, Barnes- 
ville; Hon. G: R. Glenn, state school 
commissioner; Dr. W. A. Candler, Pro- 
fessor J. S. Stewart, president of the 
Georgia State Teachers’ Association; 
Professor D. Q. Abbott, superintendent 
of public schools in Bibb county: Rev. 
J. B. Allen, superintendent; Lawton B. 
Evans, of Augusta: Professor F. G. 
Branch, H. R. DeJanette, and others. 

The names and positions of these con- 
tributors are sufficient to show that Mr. 
Dennis's pamphlet is full of meat for 
those who take an interest in the pub- 
lic school system. 

The most suggestive of the contribu- 
tion is that to which President J. 8. 
Stewart, of Marietta, affixes his name. 
In his article the president of the 
Georgia Teachers’ Association, breaks 

ground in the discussion which must 
ensue over the method of maintaining 
the public school system. It might be 
suppesed that the whole matter is set- 
tled, method and all, but, as a matter 
of fact, the only thing settled about the 
public school system is that the people 
must maintain it. The method of main- 
taining it remaine to be definitely set- 
tled. 

The discussion which President Stew- 
art opens in Mr. Dennis’s pamphlet has 
long been pending, and there seems no 
timelier moment for the matter to be 
taken up than at present. The method 
by which one common school system is 
now maintained—we beg pardon! by 
which it is not maintained—is general 
taxation, with extra contributions 
from various sources. The school sys- 

em is alive, and that is about all that 
can be said for it. Its feebbeness has pre- 
vented some of its opponents from dis- 
covering the good there is in it. 

For the present, The Constitution 
waives all purpose or desire to take 
sides in the discussion between those 
who favor general taxation, such as we 
are now supposed to have, and those 
who favor local taxation, such as the 
president of the Georgia Teachers’ As- 
sociation suggests. Our purpose is mere- 
ly to call attention to the strong argu- 
ment which President Stewart makes 
in behalf of the local and community 
taxation. 

President Stewart says that a system 
which brings a general tax into the 
treasury and then red to the 
county schools is contrary to the policy 
of the state. That policy, under our 
eystem of local self-government, is to 
permit each county whenever and 
wherever practicable, to look after its 
local affairs. And he declares it séems 
strange to him that any citizen can ad- 
vocate state management of county 
echools, when that same citizen would 
rebel in a moment if the legislature 
should take from the county or town 
the control of its roads, its public 
buildings and the management of its in- 
ternal affairs. 

President Stewart then asserts that a 
successful educational system upon this 
plan cannot be found in the United 

States or Europe. The plan that he ad- 
vocates is a small general fund to meet 
the general expense of the state system, 
to support the institutions of learning, 
the normal schools, the training schools 
and the universities, and to aid in a 
measure the people in a few of the thin- 
ly-settled- poorer counties—the greater 
part of the school fund to be raised by 
local (county or municipal) taxation 

and expended im the county for educa- 

mal purposes by the people of the 


ounty, just as the county manages all 


ite other local affairs. 
President Stewart says that this sys- 
tem is in successful operation in nearly 
every state in the Union, in three coun- 


ties in this state, and in thirty or inore !

which has fallen to the lot of Mr. Al- 
drich. If our own immortal bards, like 
Sidney Lanier and Henry Timrod and 
Paul H. Havne, could have received 
such friendly and substantial encourage- 
ment in their tuneful labors it would not 
only have smoothed for them the 
rugged pathways which htey were 
forced to brave, but it would no doubt 
also have drawn from their pens even 
richer and grander melodies. 

If the example of the late Mr. Pierce 
is emulated by other wealthy men of the 


eountry it will do much toward stimul- 
ating a deeper interest in American lit- 
erature. 
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The Island of Porto Rico. 
The announcement that Porto Rico is 
about to imitate the example of Cuba in 
raising the standard of revolt against 
Spain naturally creates a desire to know 
something about this member of the 
West Indian group of islands, 
The island of Porto Rico is situated 
just to the southeast of Cuba. It is un- 
der the command of a captain general 
appointed by the Spanish government 
and is ruled with the same despotic rod 
which has blighted the fair island of 
Cuba. Though much smaller than its 
neighbor, it is equally as fertile in re- 
sources and enjoys a very great com- 
mercial importance. Among its leading 
exports are sugar, coffee, tobacco and 
honey. Large quantities of these staple - 
products are shipped to foreign markets 
each year. The mineral products of the 
island are zinc, coal and salt. 
Last year the exports of Porto Rico 
amounted to no less than $15,000,000, of 
which nearly $4,150,000 was confined to 
sugar alone. From these figures the 
commercial importance of the island can 
be readily determined, 
Porto Rico has twice raised the stand- 
ard of revolt against Spain, the most 
serious of these revolutionary attempts 
being the one which occurred in 1868. 
Her desire to throw off the Spanish 
yoke at this time is inflamed not only 
by the struggle which is now going on 
in Cuba, but also by the successful ex- 
periment of self-government which the 
natives of San Domingo have ‘made in 
recent years. As this island is separ- 
ated from Porto Rico only by a narrow 
strait it is not surprising that its in- 
flunce should have produced a revolu- 
tionary effect. 
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Begin Now. 


We call the attention of those of the 
brethren who are inclined to flinch from 
the facts of the “unpatriotic” attitude 
of the various press associations of the 
country.

Upholding American Institutions. 

Justice Roger A. Pryor, of the su- 
preme court of New York, seems bent 
on preserving the integrity of our 
American institutions, 

Less than two weeks ago the justice 
figured with some prominence in the 
newspapers of the country because of 
his refusal to give the court’s sanction 


ate the “Hungarian Social and Literary 
Club of New York.” It was the pur- 
pose of the club, as stated in its by- 
laws, to encourage a deeper interest in 
Hungarian literature and history. Jus- 
tice Pryor based his objections to the 
charter on the ground that such a move- 
ment was in direct opposition to the 
spirit of one institution, and that, in- 
stead of fostering a love for the stars 
and stripes, it was calculated to produce 
a very different effect. Without deny- 
ing that the members of the club had 
a perfect right to meet without a char- 
ter, if they so desired, he held that no 
American court of law should give its 
sanction to such a movement. While 
the decision of Justice Pryor created 
some little surprise, it was nevertheless 
warmly approved throughout the coun- 
try. 

Within the last few days Judge Pryor 
refused to grant a charter which seeks 
to incorporate a society of Hebrews. 
His opposition to this movement is 
based upon the fact that Sunday is 
mentioned in the application for charter 
as the time for holding regular meet- 
ings. Justice Pryor holds that the Sab 
bath day is a sacred institution and that 
no license for its violation should be 
granted by the courts of the land. 
While this latter decision of the New 
York justice has stirred up a lot of crit- 
lolsm, there seems to be a disposition 
on the part of most of the leading pa- 
pers of the metropolis to agree with him 
in his views. They hold that since the 
Sabbath day has been set apart as a day 
of rest for the American people there is 
no reason why the courts of justice 
should reverse the custom by allowing 
the day to be used for secular purposes, 
and that the refusal of Justice Pryor 
to sanction the proposed charter will 
meet with public approval.

A Story of Crisp and Fellows. 


The recent deaths of Judge Crisp and 
Colonel Fellows, of New York, has caused 
the revival of several stories about these 
two statesmen. Among them this one, 
which was told in The Constitution several 
years ago when it happened, but which in 
its revived form ig interesting: 

Two etrong, able men, one perhaps more 
brilliant than solid in his intellectual gifts, 
the other more solid than brilijiant—Colonel 
John R. Fellows, district attorney of New 
York city, and Charles F. Crisp, of Geor- 
gia, speaker of the house in the fifty- 
second and fifty-third congress—have join- 
ed the great majority. They served to- 
gether in congress more than a year be- 
fore they discovered that they had met 
during the war under circumstances which 
neither. could ever forget. Fellows enter- 
ed the confederate army with the Firat 
Arkansas, and was subsequently promoted 
to colonel of staff. Crisp was a lieutenant 
in the Tenth Virginia infantry, confederate 
etates of America. Fellows was captured 
at the surrender of Port Hudson, June 8, 
1863. Crisp was captured by the. union 
forces on May 12, 1864. Both were confined 
at Fort Delaware. Fellows was elected to 
the fifty-second congress, of which Crisp. 
who was serving his fourth term, was 
chosen speaker, Fellows voting for him in 
caucus. One day early in the second ges- 
sion of the fifty-second congress Fellows 
was in the speaker’s private room at the 
capitol to look after some matter of legis- 
lation of interest to New York.

The entente cordiale that evi- 
dently exists between the crowned and the 
uncrowned heads that dectee Cuban ex- 
termination seems to be perfect, except in 
one essential particular. They must now ar- 
range for a new date at which the effort 
of Spain to destroy Cuba shall cease, and 
Spain will take the initiative in suggesting 
the mediation of the United States. 

“Castelar will have no intervention by 
the United States,” said Mr. Morgan, in 
conclusion. He says à liberal government 
like ours cannot learn from outsiders its 
faults in governing the Antilles or submit 
to a mediator. This rude interruption of 
the plan of Olney and.Canovas may decide 
our president to prefer a republic in Cuba 
to a restoration of the republic in revolu- 
tionary Spain,

“I would like to say more, but I am not 
president. I have no opinion to give of Mr. 
Cleveland’s probable action, because I have

THE BODY ENTIRELY DECAYED 


What Little of the Remains Were 
Found Major Clem Sent to 
Mobile, Ala. 


Major John A. Clem, of this city, has but 
/fecently returned from a trip to Fort Jack- 
son, near Wetumpka, Ala., where he went 
for the purpose of disinterring the remains 
Of the soldiers who had been buried there 
Guring the years 1714 and 1814. and re- 
interring them in the national cemetery at 
Mobile. 

Major Clem was ordered to perform this 
duty by Major General Miles, and the 


Scenes which he saw at the fort were far | 


different from those which were enacted 
there in the early days of its existence. H. 
found the ruins of what was once one of 
the most formidable and well manned posts 
in the country. It has been abandoned 
Since 1814, and has consequently become 
80 decayed and overgrown with weeds and 
brush that one might pass within a few 
hundred yards of it and never suspect that 
he was near a fort. 
The graveyard, too, which was once well 
kept and carefully tended by the comrades 
_ Of those who had fallen in battle, has been 
neglected, and the graves that were once 
green with grass and fragrant with the 
smell of flowers are now sunken and over- 
grown with weeds, while the slimy reptile 
has his home among what was once the 
headstones of the graves, but which are 
now nothing more than crumbling pieces 
of stone. 
Those farmers of that section of the 
country whose lands extend over the old 
fort grounds and the graveyard have care- 
- fully refrained from going too near while 
doing their plowing for fear of disturbing 
the graves of the dead. The grounds, how- 
ever, occupy a large part of their property, 
and, wshing to utilize it, they wrote to the 
secretary of war, informing him of the 
condition of the fort and telling him of the 
graves that were there. Upon receiving 
this letter the secretary of war delivered 
it to Major General Miles, and he in turn 
gave it to Major Clem, with instructions 


for him to proceed to the cemetery in ques- | 


tion and remove the bodies of those who 
were there interred to the national cemetery 
at Mobile. 

The only way in which Major Clem could 
tell where the graves were situated was by 
the sunken ground. Upon taking the dirt 
out of them he found that everything, 
even the bones, had decayed, except in 
one grave. In that grave he found only a 
Piece of skull, which he brought with him 
to this city, and then sent it to Mobile, 
where tt was reinterred. The piece of skull 
Was what was left of the remains of Gen- 
ral McChesney, who died and was buried 
in the fort just before its abandonment in 
1814. He was probably the last man that was 
ver interred there, and if only a piece of 

his skull was found it is needless to say. 
that the others have long since decayed. 

General McChesney was one of the heroes 
of the war of 1812. He fought all through 
the war and died a natural death at its 

lose. While he was an officer in high rank, 
he was not in command of the fort, that 
Fesponsibility beng on the shoulders of 
General Thomas Pinckney, who was also a, 
veteran warrior of great renown. General 
McChesney died and was buried about the 
year 1814. About the same time Fort Jack- 
Son was abandoned, but it was thought 


„that it would soon be used again, and 


_ for this reason his remains, as well as the

there, were never removed.

places in the history of this country, having 
been for many years and during many wars

It is a great heart that can span the 
chasm, cold and indefinadle, between age 
and youth, and yet in her presence I would 
forget tbe whitening hair that framed her 
benevolent face, and feel only the sun- 
t human sympathy that melted every_bar- 
rier between muturity and youth. With 
her I was ever tcuched by that universal 
kinship that can only raidate from the 
heart perennially young. 

If I could paint one attribute more shin- 
ing than the other jewels in her crown, I 
would speak of her lovingkindness. She 
knew not to dissemble, but if not admiring 
she was silently charitable; though once 
the spark of fr.endship or admiration was 
kindled, it corruscated through all her 
years, brightening and warming into life 
and happiness every favored recipient. She 
never knew the tongue of slander, and her 
sympathy and love for the persecuted and 
oppressed were almost beyond belief. 

A great heart like hers must have some 
great object on which to lavish its wealth 
of love. All her life was consecrated to 
her husband and her fam.ly; and while 1 
would take nothing from his fame, it is 
but just to her to say that without her 
loving aid his great measure of success 
might have Deen impossible. Ever confident 
of it, she clung to him with a loyalty typi- - 
cal of nothing less than the love of her 
own great heart; and while it was his to 
plan the great campaigns of his career, it 
Was hers to sustain and cheer him, and in 
many instances to aid in their execution. 
Never had man more faithful wife. She 
was in every high sense his alter ego. 
Never was l.fe more sweetly consecrated 
to the object of its devotion than was hers 
to him. And when age had laid its wasting 
hand on his strong frame she was his con- 
stant and ever solicitous companion. Sleep 
never came to her watchful eves till his 
were fast closed in slumter. And when at 
the end he realized that his span of life was 
almost cver, she guarded his dying mo- 
ments like one of God's own angels would. 
With his death the light of her own life 
seemed to burn but dimly—bereft as it was 
cf its main inspiration. 
Even wh.le he lived, solicitous and tender 
as she ever wes, she found ample time to 
minister to all the needy who came within 
the reach of her noble impulse. Her gen- 
erosity was as broad as charity, and her 
thoughtfulness as deep as love. specially 
was she mindful of those friends and rela- 
tives whom circumstances had piaced where 
others soon forget. Never a Christmas 
dawned that her gifts did not make a hun- 
dred hearts rejo:ce, and it seemed the re- 
finement of death’s cruelty that she should 
be taken from the friends who loved her 
at that very season whose anniversary she 
nud s0 Otten bicesed. 
No heart ever veat in stronger human 
Sympatily than bers, and her all pervadiag 
love Was stowered not only on her fellows 
less blersed than she, but in ever constant 
Son for dumb alimals and flowers and 
rds. 
Her aim in life seemed utter forgetfulness 
of self, and if she ever gave thought to 
ner own pleasure, it was cniy long enough 
to put it by for the happiness of others.

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Electors Will Meet Here Monday Week 
and Cast the Vote of Georgia 
for Bryan and Sewall. 


Yesterday morning Governor Atkinson 
signed the certificate showing the number 
of votes received by each elector in the 


winners. 

The certificate was prepared in November 
dy the secretary of state as per the election 
returns, but the ecpies for the electors were 
not signed by the governor until yesterday 
morning. The certificate shows the exact 
number of votes received by each elector in 
each party. 

The Bryan and Sewall electors received a 
vote of 94,000. The sound money democrats 
received the small vote of 2,800, which was 
not nearly so much as was received by the 
prohibitionists or as much as they had ex- 
pected. The republican electors recet ved 
a vote ef 60,000, the prohibitionists received 
a vote of 5,600 and the middle of the roaders 
received a vote of 467. 

The middle of the roaders were the only 
ones who gave each of their electors the 
same numter of votes. There were only 
4% of these straight walkers, and they 
voted as one man, and their electors did 
rot receive a sirgle scattering vote. 

There were sixty-five electors, thirteen 
from each of the four parties to be voted

turer; he is a natural-born and accomplish- 
ed orator who moves men for country, and 
never quits that theme. Demosthenes defin- 
ed oratory as being “action first, action 
seccnd, action third,” and Gordon illus- 
trates the definition, for he is eloquent as 
he moves silent on the stage! On the bat- 
tlefleld, on the huctings, or on the lecture 
platform this man’s subject is always 
“My Country.” Bishop Beckwith was elo- 
quent as a lecturer because he never left 
the fleld of religion: all the grace and power 
of his manner and speech could not 80 
have moved men in describing any other 
land than the land of Palestine! Henry 
Grady lectured with indifferent success for 
years, but so soon as the orator in him 
caught up the song of “My Country,” his 
eloquence moved a nation. Charley Hill 
is the most moving, eloquent and effective 
courthouse crator in the south, and he has 
been heard to say that he could not deliver 
a lecture to save his life. Benjamin Hill 
and Bill Glenn belong properly as orators 
to the forum and the hustings.

in the matter and partially adjusted mat- 
ters, and at present there will probably 
be little dificulty about conducting the elec-

The law as it originally stood provided 
that the election for justice of the peace 
should be held on the 24 day of January. 
The law also provided that the registration 
for one year could not be used in an election 
held in the succeeding year. It was also 
provided that the registration books shall 
close twenty days previous to any election. 

Now ‘as the registration for 1896 could not 
be used in an election here in 1897 and as 
twenty days of January would extend be- 
yond the 2d day of that month, it followed 
that there could have been a legal election 
under the old law. The legislature settled 
the matter, however, by passing a Dill 
which provided that in the election for 
justice of the peace the registration for the 
preceding year should be used in the elec- 
tion. 

The polls next Saturday will be in Jus- 
tice Landrum's room, for the 1422 district, 
and at Sawtell’s window, which is within 
a few feet of Justice Orr’s courtroom, for 
the 1026 district. There are about 5,000 vot- 
ers on the south side of the city and about 
aS many on the north side. The polls open 
at 7 o’clock in the morning and close at 
6 o’clock in the afternoon. This is ten 
hours or 600 minutes, that will be devoted 
to taking the votes at the window. 

Now if the managers and clerks work 
steadily all during the day it is possible 
for them to receive and record as many as 
three and one-half votes every minute, but 
hardly more than that. This will make 
about 1.800 votes. This is about the limit 
and if more than that number out of 5,00 
voters wish to cast their ballots someone 
will be crowded out. It is very likely that 
there are more than that number of peo- 
ple on each side of the city who wish to 
participate In the election on account of the 
large number of candidates. 

West End is not entitled to Vote in the 
election. This was dissovered some time 
ago and an effort was made to have the 
district lines changed, but the petition came 
too late and consequently the residents of 
that section of the city will be forced to 
stay at home next Saturday. It seems that 
when West End was taken into the city 
of Atlanta by a special act of the legisla- 
ture no mention was made of the district 
lines, and as that is a matter that rests 
either with the legislature or with the

It was 
also recommended that $3,500 be appropri- 
ated for putting the wires of the telephone 
signal system under the ground, the tele- 
phone company having sent notice that the 
city’s wires could no longer be used on 
their poles. 

Nine hundred dollars is also wanted to 
purchase an entirely new set of pistols for 
the policemen. Forty-four calibers are now 
in use, and the board has come to the con- 
clusion that thirty-eights will give better 
service. 


The application calls for a raise in Chief 
of Detectives Slaughter’s salary from $83 
to $150 a month. Commissioner Brotherton 
paid a high tribute to Chief Slaughter as to 
his efficiency in his present position, bu.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


In the Afterroon Prices Developed a 
Very Firm Tone. 
New York, December 29.—The early deal- 
ings at the stock exchange were character- 
ized by extreme dullness and the fluctua- 
tions, save in a very few instances, were 
unimportant. The operations were con- 
fined entirely to the board room traders, 
who were unsettled in their views as to 
the immediate course of prices. The ab- 
sence of foreign orders contributed to the 
dullness, Yet the lack of business did not 
prevent prices from moving up moderately, 
the only notable exception having been 
Delaware and Hudson, which declined 2% 
to 117%. Manhattan, after rising a point 
to 89, fell to 87%. Reading was also weak 
and declined about a point to 255%. In the 
meantime the general list showed a rising 


tendency, and during the afternoon specu- 


lation developed a very firm tone. The 
shorts covered freely on dispatches from 
Washington that Secretary Olney had ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Cuban diffi- 
culty may be settled under the Cleveland 
administration, and that the granting of 
Cuban autonomy would be the subject of a 
message by President Cleveland before the 
expiration of his term. Although this news 
lacks confirmation, the market ruled on a 
Kansas and Texas preferred, 
Manhattan, Burlington and Quincy, 
Paul, Rock Island, Atchison 
Reading, Western Union, Tobacco, Jersey 
Central and Delaware and Hudson rose 
1 to 2% per cent.

NEW CENTURY BEGINS FRIDAY. 


The Story of a Mistake in Chronology. 
An Error of Four Years. 
From The New York Herald. 5 

There has been a good deal of discussion 
recently as to when the twentieth centu- 
ry begins. But this has turned simply upon 
a general question, Does a century begin 
on the year date when a change occurs in 
the third figure of the date—for example, 
does the eighteenth century begin on Janu- 
ary 1, 1700, the nineteenth on January 1. 
1800, and the twentieth on January 1, 1900? 
This point has now been practically settled. 
The centuries cannot rationally be reck- 
oned in this way. Rightly speaking, the 
nineteenth century closes on the last day 
of 1900, from which it receives its name. 
The nineteenth century began just after 
midnight of December 31, 1800, it closes with 
midnight of December 31, 1900. The twenti- 
eth century, therefore, begins on January 
1, A. D. 1901. 

Now, it is pretty well established by the 
unpleasant class of people who deal in fig- 
ures and who don’t care what long estab- 
lished principles they overturn that, prop- 
erly speaking, next Friday will be January 
1, A. D. 1901.’Tis no longer a question as to 
whether the twentieth century begins in 
three or in four years from now. The point 
is that the twentieth century begins néxt 
Friday. 

How is this worked out? 

Simply on the. basis, which is now ac- 
cepted by all careful chronologists, that an 
error has been made in the date of Christ's 
birth, so that in what is accepted as A. D. 
1, or the first year of our Lord, Christ was, 
in point of fact, four years old. He was 
actually born in the year B. C. 5, or, in oth- 
er words, in the fifth year before Christ, 
before Himself! That is the apparent math- 
ematical paradox which the accepted chro- 
nology would force upon us.

The proof lies in two main facts. One is 
the deat! of Herod the Great, which is 
known to have occurred thirty-seven years 
after he had been declared king by the 
Romans. Now, this declaration took Place 
in A. U. C. 14. The initials, A. U. C., stand 
for erno urbis condito, fhe year of the 
building of the city (by Romulus), which 
was the epoch whence the Romans comput- 
ed time. Add 37 to 7l4 and you get A. U. Cc 
751, which corresponds with B. C. 4. It is 
obvious that Herod could not have died four 
years before Christ. Further, we know that 
there was an eclipse of the moon on March 
12, B. C. 4, on which night Herod ordered 
some Jewish rabbis to be burned for urging 
their pupils to destroy his golden eagle 
and that he was dead before the passover. 
which took place on April 12, B. C. 4. Christ 
must therefore have been born before Feb- 
ruary, B. C. 4, The 2th of December, B. 
C. 5, would fulfil all kistorical require- 
ments.

THE NEWSPAPER IN FRANCE. 


Although a Hundred Years Old It Is 


Still in Its Infancy. 
From The Chautauquan. 

The French press is probably the high- 
est m literary excellence and the lowest 
in morality and commercial honor of any 
nation of the world. In this respect it 
reflects the character of the people, artis- 
tic but lacking in depth, caring more for 
the form than the substance. Naturally 
color painting has been carried to a higher 
degree of perfection in Paris than any 
other city, the reproductions of her famaus 
paintings and the colored engravings in 
the art supplements of leading newspapers, 
such as The Figaro, being unrivaled. 

As far as news goes, the French do not 
care for it, and, there being scarcely any 
demand, there is very little supply of what 
would be called newspapers in America. 
The bulk of the contents of the French 
press is articles written in the finest and 
wittiest style on some trivial subject not 
necessarily having the remotest relation 
to any occurrences of the day. These are 
condensed into brief paragraphs. 

Historically, the French press has had 
less to do with national development than 
that of either England or America, It has 
always been im a condition of tutelage, 
under the eye of the government for the 
time being, forced to adopt its views or be 
suppressed, and sometimes subsidized and 
bribed to flatter the powers that were while 
it lulled the consciences of the people into 
a feeling of false contentment. Though not 
now paid regular bribes by the administra- 
tion of the government, as in the days of 
the second ‘empire, there is no doubt that 
a good deal of the secret service money 
finds its way into the hands of journalists 
favorable to the party in power in the min- 
istry and some of it occasionally into the 
hands of opponents in an endeavor to 
have them mitigate their attacks. Thus 
the French press has never had a chance 
to grow with a sturdy independent growth. 
It is still in tts childhood, and in spite of 
telegraph and railway has scarcely reach- 
ed the development of American journals 
of a hundred years ago.

It is practically a mov- 
ing incline plane, running on sprocket 
wi eels at the top and the bottom, with a 
naund rail moving at the same rate of 
speed. The person who wants to go from 
a higher to a lower floor or contrariwise 
simply steps on the incline plane and is 
carried upward or downward without jar- 
ring or uncomfortable sensations of any 
kind.

The passenger 
is literally “delivered” without any effort 
on ‘his part and without any danger of ac- 
cidents. It is an application of the move- 
able sidewalk which has been much dis- 
cussed. since the world’s fair.

The incline elevators 
are completely under the control and are 
started or stopped at the pressing of a 
button.

The 
device of merely pressing a button does 
away with the necessity for elevator men 
and boys. They are also to be 
less dangerous than the ordinary elevator 
boxes which slide up and down grooves.

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„There is at present not quite enough 
room in the public schools of the city to 
meet the demands made by the children. 
This does not interfere greatly with our 
work, however, owing to the fact that there 
are vacancies in some of the schools and 
the overplus from others are sent there. 
In this way all the children who apply for 
admittance are seated, though in some 
instances they hgve to go a longer distance 
than they would were there enough room.” 

Colonel Thomson is thoroughly in favor 
of having more school puildings erected for 
the accommodation of the children. In sup- 
port of this need he shows that every year, 
as per past records, 1.000 to 1,200 children en- 
ter the schools to seventy-five or eighty 
who graduate from theyhigh schools. 

This has been the condition ever since 
the schools were establjehed,. only the num 
ber of children who enter the schools every 
year for the first time has been continually 
on the increase, Colonel Thomson says 
that if there was no need for more room 
in the schools he would believe that the 
population of the city was decreasing. The 
demand for room, he says shows that the 
city is growing; it shows progress, and At- 
lanta has always been in need of new 
schools with larger rooms and better equip- 
ment, 

The colored schools need increasing as 
well as the white and ft would take two 
school buildings to meet their demands. It 
is possible that provision will be made for 
them in the amount asked for by the new 
finance committee of the board of educa- 
tion. 

The new members of the finance cémmit- 
tee do not hold office until the first day of 
January, and it is not yet known what 
amount of money they will ask the city 
council to appropriate to the schools for the 
next year. The committee will hold a meet- 
ing very shortly and the amount needed 
by the schools will then be estimated. The 
estimate will be made by the amounts used 
by the schools in previous years. 

The committee makes its report to the 
new finance committee of the city council 
at its meeting on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary. Though the amount to be asked for 
will not be determined on for several days 
it is thought that it will be large enough 
to run the schools to the end of the year

Deserted His Wife in Europe. 

Jerome refused to obey his imperious 
brother, Napoleon wrote at once to the 
pope to have the marriage declared invalid, 
but received from the pontiff a letter as- 
serting that there were no grounds to find 
the bond other than a legally binding one, 
and that it would de so recognized by the 
church. Deeming it best to settle matters, 
Jerome saiied from Baltimore, having his 
bride with him, but as they reached the 
shores of the old world Mme. Bonaparte 
found that (Napoleon was determined that 
she should not land. Jerome went at once 
to his brother, but the wife sought in vain 
for an asylum until she found it in Eng- 
land. Finding that Jerome would not ac- 
cede to his wishes, Napoleon refused to al- 
low him to enter the royal presence. 

It was the desire of Napoleon that his 
brothers should contract marriages with 
the daughters of crowned heads, and his 
efforts-to persuade Jerome to abandon his 
young American wife were at last success- 
ful. The marriage was declared to be il- 
legal, and Jerome, forsaking his bride, was 
married to the daughter of the king of 
Wurtemburg. Mme. Bonaparte, who was 
in London, gave birth at this time to à son, 
whom she named Jerome. 

The deserted woman returned at once to 
her old home in Baltimore, but after the 
fall of Napoleon went to visit again the 
old world, where she had formerly met 
such a gad fate. Here she was received 
with open arms and toasted in every cap- 
ital, her youth, beauty, wit and romantic 
history making her one of the most con- 
spicuous figures of the day. Her son was

In thé United States circuit court yester- 
day argument and decision was had in 
the matter of taxes due the county of Polk 
and city of Cedartown by the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus railroad.
